London, Nov. 22. -M urder stalk­ 
ed through the 
streets 
of Dublin 
yesterday and at nightfall the mea­ 
gre reports r ^ .i v e o here indicated 


th at 7.7 least 25 persons had been 
killed and upwards of one hundred, 
more or less, seriously wounded. 
The day’s disorders, .which added 
an appalling chapter to the tragedy 
th at has been enacted in Ireland for

Chic ago, Nov. 22.—Nearly a thou­ 
sand persons were under arrest last 
night as a result 
of 
the 
biggest 
roundup of criminals iii Chicago in 
many years. 
The drive was start­ 
ed at midnight Saturday night by 
Charles Fitzmorris, newly appoint­ 
ed chief of police, as the second 
step in his announced campaign to 
rid Chicago of criminals, and fol­ 
lowed a recent wholesale shake-up 
of the police force, in which every 
member was transferred* to a new 
position. 
Dozens of squads of detectives 
and policemen spread over the city 
early yesterday morning, and all 
day long the patrol wagons rolled 
up to police stations with loads of 
alleged 
criminals. 
Nearly every 
saloon in the city wras visited by 
the officers 
and 
scores 
of pool­ 
rooms and 
disorderly 
flats were 
raided. 
One thousand 
plain clothes men 
and 1500 uniformed officers con­ 
ducted the raids, which wrere un­ 
der the personal direction of Chief 
Fitzmorris. 
Scores of gambling houses, many 
of them in the sections populated 
by Chicago’s society, wTere raided 
and Chief of Detectives Hughes last 
night said that more than $1,000,000 
w-as being wagered in the places 
visited. 
Last night an extra force of po­ 
lice was busy identifying the pris­ 
oners, many of whom w-ere found 
to be w-ell known to thb police. One 
person taken was “Nick the Greek" 
Bandos, a notorious gambler. 
He 
had nearly $350,000 tucked inside 
his shirt, police say. Dandos is 
known as the most reckless gam­ 
bler in Chicago, being reputed to 
have wagered 
his entire 
posses­ 
sions on the turn of the dice on j 
many occasions. 
He was mention-1 
ed in connection with the investiga- ■ 
tion into tho 1919 w orlds series 
baseball scandal, it being reported ; 
that he borrowed $4000 from a New 
York gambler and, by pvradiming, 
won nearly $100,000.

Nov. 2 2 —Dennie 
Chester, charged with the murder 
of Miss Florence Barton, a society 
girl here, and who was recaptured 
near Oconto, Neb., Friday, after a 
sensational 
escape 
from a train 
near Broken, Bow’, Neb., was re­ 
turned to Kansas City yesterday. 
The union station was thronged 
with persons anxious to see the pris­ 
oner. There was no demonstration. 
Chester, 
flanked 
by 
detectives, 
was placed in a wheel chair, taken 
to a motor car and hurried to police 
Jjheadquarters uptown. 
Fifty young 
business men, friends of the Barton 
family, 
assisted 
the 
officers in 
guarding Chester as he was taken 
through the station. 
Nearly all the young men saw- 
military service overseas. 
All of 
them carried revolvers. 
W ith de­ 
termined faces they assisted the 
detectives in making a lane through 
the crowds for 
Chester 
to pass. 
Their leaders explained they were 
there in a purely voluntary capaci­ 
ty, but said they came along to 
see that no attem pt was made to 
take Chester from the officers. 
Chester, according to the detec­ 
tives who had him in charge, stood 
the trip from Broken Bow- well; in 
* fact, they said, better than they ex­ 
pected. 
Chester is suffering 
injuries 
as a result 
of 
tempts he made at Broken 
end his life. 
Efforts to question the prisoner 
failed to elicit any response. 
He 
refused to make any answer w hat­ 
soever to even the simplest ques­ 
tions, but appeared to comprehend 
what was being said.

It Will assist in establishing proper 
nursing service in foreign

where the American Red Cross has or­

schools for nurses. 
Courses in home 
hygiene and care of tile sick have been 
started for thousands of women who 
have never received any education in 
this direction. 
Rural nursing which 
was in its infancy a short while ago 
has been put ahead at least a decade 
through tile work of the department

chapters. 
Public health nursing has been ex­ 
tended to many rural communities and 
now flourishes actively in hundreds oI 
small towns and counties. 
Nearly a 
thousand efficient nurses have already 
been assigned to this kind of work. 
The department of nursing is unit­ 
ing with other organizations In a year’8 
campaign 
in 
recruiting nurses 
for 
training schools, in educating the gen­ 
eral public as to standards of nursing 
education and in showing communities 
their responsibility toward schools of 
nursing. 
It will endeavor to meet all 
these needs as well as to continue the 
enrollment of dietitians who will be 
utilized as instructors in home dietet­ 
ics, in developing nutritional clinics, 
and in supplying 
dietitians for the 
United States Public Health Service 
and the civilian hospitals. 
The Nursing Service will continue to 
offer to women and young girls the 
opportunity of securing instruction in 
home hygiene and care of the sick in 
every community In the country. This 
Instruction has not only laid the foun­ 
dation for public health but in some 
places has given impetus to the estab­ 
lishment of hospitals and community 
school houses. 
“As a community profits by the work 
of the nurse,” says Miss Clara D. 
Noyes, director of the department of 
nursing, “it is logical that the com­ 
munity shou!d*be aroused to its respon­ 
sibility.

paign of recruiting and must have the
